Thomas Dowling delivered in Christ 
Church the first of a series of discourses 
on “Bome Social Studies from Christian 
Standpoints.” The specific topic of the 
opening sermon was “The reat of 
the American City,” and he said, in 


part: 

“The largest Irish city in the world 
is New York. What I mean by that 
is that by actual count there are more 
Irish families in our metropolis than 
in any city in Ireland. The third Ger- 
man city in the world is New York. 
And from Italy, Switzerland, Bohemia,
